millions, or 
subsidiary coins, which 


usually aggregate from ten to fifteen 
millions and which cannot be used in 
the payment of government obligations.

Treasury, and thus 155,000000 were 
added to the debt of the government 
during the Harrison administration with- 
out the public realizing the fact. It was 
in plain English a forced loan by the 
government, and yet with all these com- 
bined resources from surplus and u forc- 
ed loan Harrison reined from the Pres- 
idency leaving the Treasury literal Iv 
bankrupt. 


It the evil of the Harrison administra- 


tion had stopped with simply bankrupt- 
ing the Treasury by expending its surplus 
and a forced loan of some $.w,iiui),0i)i> 
the country could have speedily recover- 
ed from the disaster. 
The Fifty-first 


Congress, that was Republican in both 
branches aud in harmonj with President 
Harrison, not only scattered the surplus 
by profligacy, but it created fixed and 
permanent expenses of the government 
i or future Congresses to meet amount- 
ing to from fifty to seventy millions of 
dollars annually.

purchase of silver and the general de- 
gradation of our financial system in- 
augurated by a strictly partisan measure 
known as the Sherman silver purchase 
bill, which was opposed solidly by the 
Democrats and passed by the Hep ablican 
party vote. The financial revulsion was 
the beginning of business paralysis aud 
industrial distress throughout the land 
and good men of all parties rose up in 
every State and in both houses of Con- 
gress to rescue the national credit by the 
repeal of the Sherman law, which was 
a strictly Republican partisan measure 
when it was passed. The general paraly- 
sis of Business and trade that resulted 
from financial disturbance, and the 
natural distrust and hesitation which 
always attend tariff revision, greatly re- 
duced tlie national revenues, while the 
increased expenditures fixed by the 
Republican Congress remained, arid the 
Treasury has been severely strained dur- 
ing the present administration. With 
all its strain, however, the government 
has issued a single loan of $50.000,000, 
and that is over $10,000,000 less than the 
surplus left the Harrison administration 
when Mr. Cleveland retired, while the 
reduction of the gold reserve does not 
amoutt to the forced loan paid under 
Harrison's administration by the ap- 
propriation of the bank trust fund. 


From these facts it would seem that 


those who criticise the present admin- 
istration for the condition of the Treas- 
ury must falsify history, and those who 
are wise will fraukly confess that the 
condition of the Treasury to-day is vast- 
ly better, considering the existing con- 
ditions, than it was under the preceding 
administration. The people who pay the 
taxes will be entirely, honest on this sub- 
ject sooner or later, and politicians would 
act wisely by being honest at once.

JAPAN'S PCTUI1E COURSE. 


Will Carry II,,. War Into China Unions Stop- 


ped by the Poucrs. 


The confirmatory news received by 


Secretary Gresham of the defeat of the 
Chinese by land and sea, with the fur- 
ther notice that telegraphic communica- 
tions'between Pekia and Corea has been 
cutoff, by the Japanese, is taken as an 
evidence that the Chinese forces are in 
a miserable plight. The small remnant 
of auy army in Corea is cut off from 
reinforcement by sea as a result of the 
severe defeat of the Chinese fleet at the 
mouth of the Yalu river. They cannot 
communicate with their government by 
wire.and, as their escape from the Corean 
peninsula by the northern overland route; 
is prevented by the seizure of the moun- 
tain passes by the Japanese, their sur- 
render appears to be inevitable. The 
scene of tlie last naval engagement was 
at the mouth of the river forming part 
o£ the boundary between Corea and 
Manchuria, the latter being the greatest 
military province of China. 


The Japanese, therefore, are now in 


force on the border and coast of their 
enemy and an early transfer of the scene 
of war from Corean to Chinese soil is 
looked for by army officers, unless the 
movement should be prevented by the 
early advent of winter. 
The military 


experts believe that as soon as the re- 
maining Chinese troops in Corea have 
surrendered the Japanese will transport 
the main body of their troops by sea 
from Ping Yang to the Manchurian 
coast, and, making a rapid advance on 
Mukden, the capital of the province, 
will soon be in position to organize a 
campaign on Pekin itself. 


It is believed that the Chinese forces 


are almost demoralized and that tneonly

But, though the cost 
be considerable, let us have all the pro 
tection against fire possible

Special Meeting of Council. 


A special meeting of Town Council was 


leld on Friday evening, President Tipton 
m the chair, and the following members 
present: 
Stine, 
Minnigh, 
Ridinge 


Meals, Rupp and Trestle. 


Mr. Tipton said that the object of th 


meeting was to comply with the resolutio 
adopted by the recent town meeting o 
published last week. 


Mr. Reidinger asked for information as 


the contract between the Town Counci 
and Water Company, when the minutes 
01 the Fall of 1892 wore referred to and 
the contract read. It was entered into bv 
the Council and officers of the Wate' 
Company on Oct. 31, 1892, to run six 
years from Oct. 1, 1892. The agreement 
is that the Borough can use the water 
from plugs already erected or to be erect- 
od on mains then laid, for the extinguish- 
ing of fires, for testing the fire engine and 
for sanitary purposes, but not for the last 
lamed when the reservoir contained less 
han ten feet of water. The consideration 
vas fixed at $400 a year, payable on the 
st of July of each year. 
Mr. Reidinger thought it a lame con- 


ract and Mr. Minnigh regretted that it 
aa four years yet to run. He hoped 
ome plan could be devised by which 
arger mains could be secured. 


Mr. Stine thought some action should 


be taken by Council indicating their will- 
ngness to act in conformity with the 
views of the citizens' meeting. He then 
moved the appointment of a committee of 
five to confer with the Water Company 
winch was seconded by Mr. Reidinger.' 
The motion carried without opposition, and 
the chair appointed Messrs. Stine, Meals 
Minnigh, Reidinger and Rupp. 


On the light question, Mr. Tipton spoke 


of a conference with the Gas Company for 
temporary service, but that the suddenly 
increased demand for gas for house lighfr. 
mg rendered them unable to at once fur- 
nish gasfor the streets. Mr. Stine thought 
from information he had from Mr Hoffer 
that the are lights would be running in 
about ten days. Mr. Tipton quoted Dr 
btewart as of the opinion that the arcs 
would be on in ten days, and Mr. Zell as 
feeling sure of them within two weeks. 
Mr. Reidinger spoke of having disposed ot 
the old gas lamps and considered it useless 
expense to get others for a short time Mr

Lessons Taught l>y the Droughts. 


This article, though written by a gen 


tleman in Michigan, and for the farmer* 
of that region especially.can nevertheless 
be made use of by others in that it ad 
vocatea doing the thing when the rigb 
time is at hand. It appeared in the 
Country Gentleman. 


"Even to the farmer, who is but a 


casual observer of things, these annual 
droughts occuring during the latter pan 
of the summer, must necessarily teacl 
some useful object lessons; among the 
most importantof which we mightname 
the necessity for the early sowing anc 
planting of the spring crops. Have uoi 
many of them paid often enough nature's 
penalty for negligence here? To not* 
the difference in results in these years 
of drouths between the early sowed and 
the lute sowed crops demonstrates the 
necessity there is that farmers should 
begin to prepare for spring crops in thi 
fall. Let nothing be left in the way 
that will in the least retard the spring 
seeding, because herein, in part at leas 
—lies the secret of the successful farmer 
So far as my observations extend, and 
the crop reports generally I think sho' 
the same fact, the early crops are com- 
paratively little injured by the drouth 
while th» late ones are seriously dam 
aged. 


Farmers seem to forget this fact a 


easily every year; consequently each 
recurring year finds many of them fol 
lowing the same programme they nav 
followed for years, and that their fore- 
fathers have also followed since the time 
"when the memory of man runneth no 
to the contrary." How often, under my 
own observation has it occurred, when 
the yield might have been at least doubl 
ed, without the additional outlay of one 
cent, simply by taking advantage of thi 
first opportunity to get the seed properly 
in the ground in the spring. Has no 
the delay of even a day or two, when 
the right time has arrived, proved to u 
again and again the danger there is in 
delay, and the consequent loss thereby 


There are two pieces of corn within 


easy view o£ my house that beautifully 
illustrate the results of the views con 
tended for by the writer. The difference 
ia time of planting them was only five 
days; the seed, soil and tillage being as 
nearly alike as possible in each piece 
The piece that was first planted is stil 
growing, and to all appearances is unaf 
fected by the drouth; plenty of ears are 
set and filling well, while the other piece 
which before the drouth came, lookec 
the more promising of the two, is now 
l>adly curled and shriveled and promises 
to be a very poor crop. Now I attribute 
the difference in these two pieces of corn 
solely to the difference in the time of 
planting, the roots having secured 
deeper and firmer hold in the ground in 
the one instance than in the other. The 
difference in time is small, but the dif 
ferenco in results is great. Is it not 
strange that these things do not make a 
deeper impression upon those who are 
the most affected by them? 
Almos 


every fanner by a little extra exertion 
could easily make a difference of five 
days or even more in getting in' his 
crop." 


Slieep ior^the Bejriuner. 


The following article, which may be 


of use to the young men, or to any one 
who is in the sheep business, is taken 
from the Connecticut Fanner. 


It is easy to muddle the novice with a 


variety of advice, and to get away from 
the possibility of doing that, I wish to 
offer the following hints as the most 
valuable and concise that occur to me. 
Fust—Study your farm conditions and 
learn exactly what sheep will thrive best 
upon it. Second—If you are not able to 
purchase even a small flock of pure bred 
or high grade sheep, then put all you can 
advantageously in a pure bred ram, and 
after that do the best you can in buying 
ewes. Start right, even if upon a small 
scale. The sheep will rapidly increase. 
Third—In purchasing a ram, get one 
fully developed, strong in bone, straight 
shaped, and thoroughly typical of his 
breed and sex. I have always had an 
intuitive liking for the lamb that will 
leave a group of his fellows in the field 
and boldly front you. Fourth—Do not 
purchase sheep that you have to trust in 
for proper development. It is only the 
experienced breeder who can forecast 
development. Fifth—Xever take an ill- 
doing sheep, even if it is cheap, with the 
expectation that it will become right. 
Sixth—In selecting sheep, if possible 
handle them so that you may know how 
much of their form is due to themselves 
and how much to the shears. Seventh 
—Select as critically as you can to a 
chosen type. Uniformity is a cheap 
feature for you to buy and yet a valuable 
one in a flock. 
Eighth—There is no 


sheep that embodies perfection in sheep 
qualities. Judging between different 
sheep is a checking of weakness and a 
balancing ot qualities. Be inclined to- 
ward the sheep that appears to be better 
every time it catches your eye. Ninth— 
The purchaser will find it to his interest 
to select from the field sheep and there- 
by shun those that have been fitted for 
show. Tenth—The best time to buy is 
usually in the fall. Provision may be 
made with the seller to have the ewes 
served by a ram of different breeding 
from the one you buy, and thereby you 
add another season's use to the ram of 
your flock.^

Dis- 
order creates dissatisfaction just as or- 
der brings pleasure, and there is no busi- 
ness in which this is more clearly illus-

The Farm Horses. 


How much of our success in farming 


is tlue to the long suffering labors of our 
patient farm horses. Hence, it is of 
primary importance that we hanc.le and 
care for them in the wisest manner, both 
from a humane standpoint, and from a 
mercenary one as well, as we wish to 
extend their period of usefulness as long 
as possible, and thereby get as much 
work out of them as can be obtained. 
With good feed, regularly supplied, 
uorseswill stand steady work through 
the entire day and yet keep in good con- 
dition, providing they are not worried 
by a senseless, thoughtless driver. 


In the first place the farm horses should 


have comfortable, commodious stablfs 
that are cool, airy and well ventilated. 
Close, narrow stalls are an abomination. 
Every hard-working horse should at least 
be allowed a good wide box-stall in whicb 
he can stretch out his legs, and rest in 
comfort. Of course comfortable bedding 
should be supplied. Not so heavy a 
bedding is needed now as in winter, but, 
a thin layer of sawdust, dry loam or 
straw is needed to permit an anuiial to 
lie easy, as well as to keep him clean. 
To keep air of stables sweet and whole- 
some, sprinkle about a little land plaster 
occasionally. 


Kegular, thorough grooming, and well- 


oiled, properly-fitting harnesses are fur- 
ther items upon which the good condi- 
tion of the farm team depends. Groom- 
ing is the equivalent of a certain quantity 
oEgraiu.andis it not reasonable that a 
horsewhose skin if kept open and the pores 
unclogged, should be more healthy and 
vigorous and capable of performing more 
work than one that has received no at- 
tention in this direction ? 


Then there is no question but what a 


harness that is pliant and supple from 
regular applications of oil, is found to 
last longer and bear less heavily upon 
the horses than one that is hard and stiff 
through neglect. A well-oiled harness 
ueans less chafing, fewer galls and sores. 
In conclusion, it may be repeated, that 
our farm horses deserve all the kindness 
and good care that can be given them. 
—M. Huinner Perl-ins, in Ohio Farmer.

L-rfcit nniitmge mi Important Factor In 


Preserving Highways. 


All experience joins with common 


sense in repeating to us that the only 
essential condition of a good road 
(granting a practical grade) is drainage, 
underdrainage and surface drainage, 
writes Colonel D. W. SIcClung in Good 
Roads. The surface material ia of sec- 
ondary importance. If kept dry, our 
common clay makes an ideal road. 
Above every other consideration is the 
roadbed itself. It should be under- 
drained so that the water cannot accu- 
mulate or remain underneath. The in- 
equalities of the surface, depressions and 
mudholes are usually caused by water 
softening the roadbed. In the spring 
the frost heaves and disintegrates the 
road, because the earth below has beea 
saturated with water. With thorough 
underdrainage frost would not disturb 
tbe road. There should be sufficient 
crown to the road to carry the water at 
once to the ditches. The tiles for un- 
drainage may be laid below the bot- 
tom of the ditches, with intakes at prop- 
er distances and a free discharge at the 
first natural water course. In this way 
roads will be thoroughly drained, and 
the water will run off without washing 
the road sides. 


With a properly constructed bed a 


.,'ood iind durable road is assured. Even 
if no road metal is used, the road will 
be excellent during nine months of the 
year aud passable at all times. 


But a road to be good at all times 


must l.ave a covering of metal of some 
kind. In this part of the work the same 
object ought to be kept in view— name- 
ly, to get rid of tbe water, to keep the 
road dry. Broken stone, gravel and 
similiar material are not necessary for a 
wearing surface. The clay beneath will 
sustain any load put on it if it can be 
kept dry. The only intelligent purpose 
of using road metal is to put a roof over 
the road. This requires a slope to dis- 
charge t\a water directly, and a close, 
compact covering to prevent water from 
sinking into the earth, 


It is not at all necessary to use a 


great thickness of road metal. Thou 
sands of miles of the best county roads 
lasting indefinitely have been made 
with but three, four and five inches of 
macadam. But the foundation was 
properly constructed, smooth, compact 
and well drained. 


Indeed the road is the better for a 


lighter coating of road metal, because 
it will then retain some of the elasticity 
of the underlying clay, so desirable for 
horses and vehicles. 


If proper attention were given to the 


drainage and construction of roadbed, 
much less metal would be required, and 
very little expense for repairs would be 
required. Our roads would be smooth, 
durable and elastic.

WOOL, PRICES. 


Tin' Onnrc-rH Get Goixl Pilcoii Under Hie 


New Tnrifl'. 


Tlie good effects of the new tariff bill 


on the wool market are coming more 
rapidly than even its most hearty sup- 
porters had dared to wish. Tbe Wheel- 
ing Bcyister, through its special corre- 
spondents in eastern Ohio, West Vir- 
ginia, and western Pennsylvania, has 
made inquiry concerning prices and de- 
mands, and the result has been far more 
than satisfactory to the friends of the 
free wool measure. 


The correspondent at WoodsSeld, O., 


;he center of a large wool-raising coun- 
try, represented in Congress by A. J. 
Pearson, whose place was jeopardized 
by his vote for free wool, reports that 
Alexander Harmon sold 10,000 pounds 
of wool within a week at 26 cents, and 
was offered as much for the remainder 
of his clip. This he refused, believing 
he can do better before the first of the 
year. Clint & Pfalzgraff, also of Mon- 
roe county, have sold their wool within a 
week at 23 cents, it being a less desir- 
ible clip than that of Harmon. MUier 
& Co. of Beallsville, O., are offering 20 
ind 21 cents, but are getting no wool. 
The wool men are set against anything 
short of 23 cents. The report from 
Washington, Pa., is that washed wool ia 
selling and has been for a week at 20 
and 21 cents. Markel & Co. of Monon- 
rahela, are offering and have instructed 
tlieir country agents to take up 850,000 
jounds at from 20 to 25 cents, according 
;o grade. 


Several instances -where wool has sold 


n the West Virginia panhandle at from 
20 to 23 cents are reported. Most of the 
wool buyers are Republicans and the 
fairy stories they have told woo] raisers 
within the past, three months are re- 
markable. They have used every means 
;o bulldoze buyers into selling at from 
15 to 17 cents and have been able to get 
some wool at those ligures.—Cleveland 
Pluindealer.
